Constantinople, November 17.—10:456 
p. m.—The great battle between the Bul- 
garians and Turks is on all along the 
line of the Techatalja fortifications. 
Nazim Pasha, the Turkish commander- 
in-chief, sends the following dispatch 
tonight: 

“The battle which commenced this 
morning with an attack by Bulgarian 
dnfantry, lasted until one hour after 
sunset. Tne enemy, who advanced 
chiefly facing our right wing and our 
center, was repulsed by our infantry 
and artillery fire. Three Bulgarian 
batteries were destroyed.” 

All througb the day the sound of the 
heavy guns was heard in Constantino- 
ple. It ceased only with darkness. The 
firing along the entire line was evi- 
dently preparatory to an infantry at- 
tack, 

The Turkish batteries replied vigor- 
ously. The Turkish ships in the sea 
of Marmora shelied the Bulgarian posi- 
tions. Undoubtedly the fleet in the 
Black sea also took part in the en- 
@agement, though details from that 
point are lacking. 

Presh Troops Hurried to Firing Linc. 
in the afternoon the wind shifted, 
and it seemed for a time as though the 
battle hid ended, but again the boom- 
ing was heard, and the movement of 
troops could be observed not far from 
the gates to the capital. A detachment 
Of several thousand from the Tacha- 
talja lines was repiaced by fresh 
troops, who had been heid in reserve 
near the city. 
i The refugees behind the lines began: 
breaking’ ceump early in the day, and’ 
moved back toward Constantinople. 
The Greek villagers, who heretofore 
had remained admirably indifferent to 
events, prepared to desert their homes. 
While calm prevailed, there was a 
deadiy tension inthe knowledge that 
the fate of tthe capital, the Turkish 
army and those who waited anxiously 
in Constantinople, was at stake. 

Several members of the legations and 
other foreign residents witnessed the 
artillery duel, which they describe as 
Magnificent on the sea of Marmora, 
and the shelling from height to height 
across Biyuk Chekmedye lake and over 
the plairis toward the north. The 
flashes of the guns on both sides were 
Visible to observers over miles of low 
country. 

Foreign Warships to Land Men. 

The ambassadors held a meeting at 
the foreign ministry with the com- 
manders of the Ottoman gendarmerie 
and devised measures for the safety of 
foreigners 

It was decided that detachments for 
the protection of foreign institutions 
will be landed at dawn tomorrow. They 
will remain concealed in the buildings, 
and will only co-operate with the local 
Turkish forces should assistance be 
required.

Jonesboro. Ga., November 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)-—The charred trunk of a + man, 
identified later as John King, a farmer 
of Clayton county, was found shortly 
before dawn Sunday’ morning, lying in 
the ashes of a burned outhouse og the 
grounds of Hebron Primitive Baptist 
church, at Orr’s Crossing, half a mile 
south of here. The man is believed to 
have been murdered in a row aver.a 
card game, and his body burned to con- 
ceal the crime. It was said that on 
Saturday night he had gone to Jones- 
boro and borrewed money from a 
friend, telling him that he intended to 
get-in a poker game that night. 

Four men were arrested, and are be- 
ing held on suspicion.

REALIZES SHE IS BYING 

AND ASKS FOR HUSBAND 

Shortly before 4 o'clock Mrs. Lyle 
realized she was dying, and asked for 
her husband. He was telephoned at 
the residence and reached the hospital 
barely before the death of both his 
wife and child. 

No blame has been placed for the 
accident. <Accerding to the statement 
made by Mr: Lyle to a reporter for The 
Constitution, and the version given by 
eyewitnesses, Mr. Lyle was backing 
the large Moon touring car from the 
runway beside his residence into the 
street. He and his family were start- 
tng upon a pleasure trip to Athens, 
where they intended spending several 
days with relatives. 

The ear reversed speedily into the 
street, and Mr. Lyle was preparing to 
turn toward town, when an East Hun- 
tur to Grant Park street car came over 
the hill] at Alexander street. 

The car was running about 15 miles 
an hour; or more, according to Mr. Lyle, 
and he attempted to drive over to the 
right-hand side of the street to avoid 
the oncoming trolley.

Not only the city of Atlanta, but all 
of Georgia is in mourning today, and 
many public tokens of respect and 
esteem to the dead senator will be

Senator was the span that Joseph 
Meriwether Terrell] accomplished ’ in 
his career of fifty-two years. 
* He had that quality of lovableness, 
the admiration of which made him 
@ friend to tpousands who knew him 
Well, and drew tens of thousands who 
only Knew him slightly. Always se- 
réné, calm and unruffled, even in the 
heat of political strife, he made’ per- 
sonal friends of his political enemies, 
and of him it may be said with truth 
that he never deserted a friend in 
need. 

His sympathy for the boys and girls 
on the tarm was proverbial, for he 
knew how narrow were the lives and 
how meager the opportunities of many 
of them. He became known as the 
“educational governor” beaause of his 
encouragement of everything’ that 
would give them a better equipment 
for life, and when he became a senator 
his first thought wastoextend the op- 
pertunities which as governor he haa 
helped to provide tor them in the 
establishment of eleven district agri- 
cultural schools. 

He was engaged in the preparation 
of a speech which hw expected to de- 
liver in the senate in support of his 
bill for further government aid to 
education dn agricu:ture and mechanic 
arts at the time he was stricken with 
paralysis. 

Mr. Terrell reached the senate after 
serving the state in both branches oi 
the legislature and after occupying 
the office of attorney general for five 
terms or ten years. He resignéd that 
office to run for governor, aithough he 
Ould have held it indefinitely. He 
was elected governor and discharged 


years. 
‘The Terrell-Browm Alliance. 


’* So much has been said in recent 
years about the ‘lerréil-Brown fac- 
tion that it may be weil to tell some- 
thing about that friendship. When 
Senator Terrell was gvvernor a va- 
eancy occurred on the railroad com- 
mission and he sent for Joseph M. 
Brown and oftered him the place. Mr. 
Brown had been raised in a railroad 
office. He came up from the ranks 
under the tutelage of his father, Sena- 
tor Joseph E, Brown, who was presi- 
dent of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road for years. “Joe Brown had been 
thrown out of his position with the 
state road and later with the Sea- 
board Air Line through a change in 
management. When the Williams in- 
terests lost out and Ryan interests 
came into contro] of the Seaboard Mr. 
Brown found himself no longer need- 
ed. He gladly accepted the proffered 
place on the railroad commission and 
applied himself diligently to the prob- 
lems presented for settlement. 

The incidents of the ensuing years, 
including the exciting state cam- 
paigns of 1906, 1908 and 1910, are too 
recent to need to be adverted to here. 

When Governor Brown was a candi- 
date for governor in 1908 former Gov- 
ernor Terre]! was his earnest and un- 
tiring supporter and bore an almost 
equa] share of the brunt of opposition. 
tt was sometimes diflicult to tell from 
the comments of the hostile press 
which was really the candidate. 

An overwhelming victory for Joe 
Rrown marked the close of that cam- 
peaign and to Governor Terrell was 
given a fair share of the praise. It 
was but natural. therefore, that upon 
the death of Senator A. S. Clay in No- 
vember, 1910, Governor Brown should 
have appointed his friend and ally to 
the highest office to which the state 
is entitled.” One friendly turn had 
been repaid by another and it would 
require a finely discriminating mind 
to say which act was the more gen- 
crous or was rendered the more 
‘gledly. 

The governor's wife had invited Mps.

Some Months Later---Swift 
Progress on Waterway.

Washington, -November 
time next summer or sail, 
date being specified, 
pass from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
acrosS what is now the Isthmus of 
canama, which consequently must 
disappear from the w rid’s geography, 
and by the same human agency, the 
western hemisphere will be divided 
into two continents. 

The vessel will not be the Oregon 

nor any other tamous ship, but will 
be one of the many small water craft 
in daily use by the canal builders; 
and probably the only passengers will 
be Colonel George W Goethals and the 
staff of American engineers, who, for 
the last eight years, ».ve veen car- 
rying on the grectest engineering 
work the world has >ver seen. 
It will be later than inat, anywhere 
from six months to a year, perhaps, 
before the formal opening 2 the 
waterway will take piace, and a naval 
(fleet, headed by the famous old Ore- 
gon, will pass through into the west- 
ern ocean, and the cana} may be fairly 
said to be open to trade. 

These facts are not ot official record 
as yet; the date of January 1, 1915, 
‘still stands for the opening predicted 
| by Colonel Goethals. But that the 
opening will be anticipated to a great 
extent had been »>romised by the ca- 
nal builders in unofficial statements, 
iand now comes a clear intimation of 
ltheir purpose to advance the opening 
| date, in the annual report of the canal 
‘commission, just pwhblished. It is dis- 
[closed while the completion of the 
‘great locks by January I next will not 
/ be possible, owing to contract delays, 
‘within six months thereafter the chan- 
, nel will be finished, while to insure 
the safe passage of the locks, the con- 
tractor has been called upon to finish 
the gates in one flight first, so that 


if the rest of the work is in condition,. 


‘passage of ships can de permitted 
‘without waiting for the completion 
-of the other flights. This statement 
will be understood, when if is known 
| that the great locks being built in 
| duplicates, side by side, not only to 
'add to the capacity of the canal, but 
to insure its continuance in operation 
in case of a serious accident to a ship 
in one of the locks. 
Satisfactory State of Progress. 

The report shows a most satisfac- 
_tory state progress of the whole 
great work, though in view of the fact 
that it is dated September 10 last, 


‘the figures regarding excavation, plac- , 


‘ing of concrete, erection of dams and 
‘locks and subsidiary works are not 
as recent as those contained in the 
regular monthly reéports. Naturally 
‘the most interesting feature of the re- 
port relates to the operations in the 
‘great Culebra cut. There, great land- 
‘slides, many ranking with an Alpine 
‘avalanche in magnitude, hawe so in- 
‘creased the amount of. material to be 
| excavated, that were it not found pos- 
sible to steadily reduce the cost per 
yard of dredging and steam shovelling 
through the growing expertness of 
the employees, and improved  en- 
gineering methods, the total cost of 
excavation would have been vastly 
greater than the estimates. During 
the last year nearly 16,500,000 cubic 
yards of earth were taken out of this 
‘cut, leaving nearly 12,000,000 to be 
@isplaced before the canal can be open- 
‘ed. The damage caused by the slides 
may be appreciated from the fact that 
‘nearly 6,000,000 yards of earth exca- 
. vated was so composed of nearly 36 
‘per cent of the total excavation. 

There is only one way to deal with 
| these slides, and that is to dig them 
,out as they occur, though some help is 
gained by terracing the upper banks. 


; That is because the geological forma-. 


‘tlon changes so frequently and sud- 
denly that no other effective treatment 
has been found. S8o unstable is the 
earth that the matertal in one part of 
the cut begins to move on an inclina- 
j} tion as low as 1 on 7, owing to the 
.mass of stratified rock sliding over a 
layer of lignite. One slide’ now tin 
motion, near the bridge of Culebra, 
covers an area of 63 acres, from which 
(2,710,000 yards have already been re- 
moved, leaving 1,300,000 still to be 
handled.

IN GIRL'S STOMACH 


Miss Marchman’s Body Will Be Ex- 
humed and Further Examination 
Made---Tan Cleghorn Seen. 


Ashburn, Ga., November 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The fact that a chemical ex- 
amination of the contents of the stom- 
ach of Miss Minnie Marchman,' the 
young girl who died so strangely at 
her home near here, has so far failed 
to reveal any poison, and the report 
that Tan Cleghorn, the young girl's 
fiance, who disappeared after her 
death, is still in this neighborhood are 
the two developments today in the 
mysterious case which has caused 
much excitement in this section of 
Turner county. 

Dr. W. J, Dixon, family physician for 
the Marchmans, who became suspicious 
as to the cause of Miss Marchman’s 


fdeath and sent her stomach for ex- 


amination to Dr. John Funke. of At- 
lanta, today received the following 
note from the latter: 
Further Examination Urged. 
“Up until the present time, I have 


found nothing in the stomach contents 
to account for the death of the girl, 
Miss Marchman. ‘Since the stomach 
contains practically nothing except 
mucous, it is very probable that if the 
death was due to a poison, that sub- 
stance was all absorbed. In order to 
clear up the mystery, I would like to 
do a more extended autopsy or ex- 
amination of the body, and procure 
such organs in which the poison Is 
likely to be found. I would be glad to 
come down to do the post-mortem ex- 
amination and bring back with me 
such organs as found necessary to 
clear up the mystery.

Legislation now on the statute books and policies embedded in 
the administration of the stat¢ can be traced to his judicious mind 
and to his inflexible zeal-for advancement of the sort that 1s per- 
manent. No chief.executive who has sat in the capitol sitfce recon- 
struction has a more prolific or useful record to his credit. Par- 
ticularly was he interested in the wider spread of education—com- 
mon, agricultural and technical. In ‘this respect alone, Georgia is 
heavily indebted to his activities. 

He thronged an all-too-short life with genuine upbuilding and 
unselfish service. «Generous, human and_broad in his relations with 
partisan enemy as well as friend; uuvarying as the needle of the 
compass to sworn trust, his death will bring an abiding sense of 
sorrow to thousands of Georgians who rated his worth and nobility 
at their true value. 
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AMERICA DISCOVERS THE FARMER. 


America has discovered the farmer; “recognized,’ may be a 
more accurate term. The statement is inspired by the presence in 
Atlanta last week of the convention of farm institute workers from 
many portions of the United States, as well as. the deliberations of 
inany vjsiting weather forecasters, who dwelt upon the importance 
to the farmer of their calling. These concurrent instances are 
merely illustrations of the widespread and intelligent attention be- 
ing given nearly every rural problem by the government.and think- 
ing men generally of, America. 

It ts true, of course, that for many years the federal and state 
governments have maintained departments and bureaus assumed to 
be dedicated to the solution of agricultural problems. But. con- 
sidering that in this, as in every country, the man who tills the soil 
is really the keystone in the arch of progress and prosperity, the 
money spent upon him and the study given his difficulties have 
been scant beside other public activities. 

It has, for example, been relatively easy for the merchant, the 
stock broker, the business man and the promoter generally to bor- 
row money and secure credit tipon lénient terms. The farmer has 
been called upon to pay anywhere from 2 to 4 and’5 fer cent 
more for the: funds with which to maintain his enterprises or to 
expand them in line with his ambitions or to acquire the acres 
from which be was meanwhile wresting a livelihood. America- 
at-large is now giving close attention to this phase, with the aim 
of making farm land the basis of banking collateral—a reform that 
will give agriculture in this country an almost incalculable impetus. 


Farm ‘schools—whether adjuncts to common schools, or col- 
leges proper—flourish. Railroads and other corporations rival each 
other in taking knowledge to the farmer. Our foremost economists 
analyze and search for methods whereby the monotony of country 
‘life may be mitigated. The rural free delivery, good roads, the 
| general social movement spread their lightening effects throughout 
‘the land. The urban restdent is coming daily to see that he has in- 
|terests common with the man on the acres, and joining hands to 
‘the effectualizing of them. 

It is a hopeful indication that these signs of an awakening to 
the importance of the tarmer are in evidence. The process is, 
moreover, simple justice, in a rather belated form. Heretofore, 
it is to be feared the nation went ahead on the assumption that 
the farmer was a separate class, and that it failed to accord him 
ithe recognition given each other element in the population. . Now 
iit is unitedly fighting on his side, standing between him and dis- 
ease, between him and the gambler in farm products, proceeding 
upon the final recognition that no land is stronger than the men

a theater, under the auspices of the 
socialist wing of the federation. 

Referring to his arrest with John 
Mitchell and Frank Morrison, at 
Washington, Mr. Gompers sald: 

“J deny to any judge or any set of 
judges, the right to gag my mouth. If 
a judge by injunction. can stifle the 
mind and prevent free expression, then 
the very essence of our liberty has 
been stolen. Free speech and (free 
press have ever been regarded as im- 
herent and natural right. If daring to 
express the convictions in my heart 
involves a term of imprisonment, the 
sooner we Know it the etter.” 

All of the speakers pleaded for all 
non-union workers to get inside the 
federation. The federation § sessions 
will be resumed tomorrow.

Georgians daily drink 
water without Knowing anything 
about its purity; without knowing 
whether or not it is contaminated by 
dangerous and,perhaps deadly disease

Pure drinking water is of such vi- 
tal importance in the protection and 
preservation of health, says the Geor- 
gia State Board of Health, that not 
only every community, but each iso- 
lated family, should be absolutely sat- 
isfied as to the quality of the wate 
it has to use. . ais 

Bad water—water polluted by hu- 
man excreta—is a frequent source of 
typhoid fever; it may be the cause of 
dangerous community epidemics. 
Plymouth, Pa., with 8,000 inhabitants, 
had 1,000 cases of typhoid and 100 
deaths because, through carelessness, 
the infected excreta from one typhoid 
patient, thrown out upon the hillside 
snows, got into its source of drinking 
water. The cause was discovered be- 
yond question, but when it was too 
late; the damage had been done. 

Bad water is also a conveyor of 
cholera and, there can be little doubt, 
of dysentery and other diseases. Be- 
sides, polluted water, even if free from 
these disease germs, is debilitating to 
the system and unsafe for use by chil- 
dren and those with delicate stom- 
achs. : 


How, many 


Free From All Impurities. 

Water, to be good should not only 
be clear and colorless that is free from 
suspended matter giying rise to 
cloudy or milky appearance, but ?t 
should, above all, be free from ail 
Kinds of animal contamination, partic- 
ularly that which proceeds from man 
and which is the real cause of trans- 
ferred disease. For domestic use it 
is best that it be soft or tree from an 
excess of mineral matter. 

City and town water supplies from 
rivers or smali streams, should al- 
Ways be flitered betore distrivution. 
Fiitration is essential; it has been 
Known in many instances to reduce 
materiaily the number of typnoii 
cases. ‘the purity of the water wnen 
it peaches the home is dependent upon 
the care exercised in preventing ani- 
mal and human pollution in tne source. 
and the thorouganess of tiitration and

Danger From Wells. 


But equally important in the aggre- 
gate, with the protection of the town 
and city water supply, is the ‘preser- 
vation of the. purity of the well and 
spring water which must be used 
everywhere in the country by the fam- 
ily and frequently by small communi- 
ties. Am infected well may spread 
typhoid or dysentery to an entire 
country community, ang then the in- 
fection may disappear from the well 
Lefore the disease develops. 

While impurities are frequently 
washed into the well or spring from 
the pigper or the barnyard, it is the 
unsanitary privy that is the chief 
cource of danger and disease. It is 
the privy whose seepings drain into 
the ground and are carried to the well 
by rains; it is the filth which may 
gather around the top of the well or 
spring and be washed into It by the 
first shower that comes: it is the filth 
which may be left aroung the well by 
unclean hands, that is likely to put 
the disease germ in the next dinvper 
of water that is taken for drinking 
purposes. Cleanliness around the well 
ig all important: it may best be pro- 
tected by a surrounding layer of con- 
crete.

New York, November 17.—By Tues- 
day night the four “gunmen” on trial 
for the fnurder of Herman Rosenthal 
Should know their fate. State and de- 
fense hoped tonight to have the case 
in the jury’s hands by Ff o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon.

Daily a choice collection of everything 
gatherded from private residances, 
bogrding houses, stores and streets, is 
added to the miniature mountain, and 
there was plenty of inflammable ma- 
terial for some jokester’s match to 
lay hold on Sunday afternoon.

I will also 
state that I had a colt to die Octobér 
9 last from the same 
months old, that 
choker, that was. fine 
four months ol. 
there is something wrong with the 
mare. While she is in good condition 
What do you 
think of colts being .so sorry after be. 
ing so fine when foaled? Whenever 
this colt I now write of trots vou can 
hear his belly sloshing or jolting like 
have heard a cow's, or as noth- 
ing but water in ft. And her belly 
growls er rumbles all the time. And it 
only sucks enough to keep mare from 
going dry, and is terribly greedy for 
corn and fodder, hay, etc. Seems hun- 
gry at all times.
